CHAPTER l 

Regulation 3. Housing Loan 

Clause (if) of Regulation 3 is substituted to read as 
under 

“(ii) Individual loans may also be granted for the purpose 
of enlarging a house already owned by an employee 
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solely in his own name and occupied by him and/or 
his family, in case where the existing accommodation 
is inadequate or unsuitable to his and/of their re¬ 
quirements or needs. In case of Hat owner, such 
enlargement loan may be granted for buying a larger 
accommodation after sale of the existing flat.” 

CHAPTER ll (INDIVIDUAL) 

Regulation 9, Loan Limits 

Clause (iii) of Regulation 9 is substituted to read as 
under :— 

“(iii) Where the loan is required for enlarging the existing 
accommodation in the case of a house or acquiring 
larger accommodation in the case of a flat, the 
amount of such loan shall be equivalent to cost of 
such enlargement/acquisition or Rs, 75,000/-, which¬ 
ever is less.” 

Regulation 19, Sale/Hire of House 

Clause (i) of Regulation 19 is substituted to read as 
under :— 

“(i) The Sale/hire of house will be governed as under :—

(b) If. however, an employee, who has acquired a flat 
with the assistance of loan, desires to sell the same 
for acquiring a larger Hat/housing accommodation, 
he may be permitted by the Competent Authority to 
sell the existing flat and use the sale proceeds for 
buying such larger accommodation. The permission 
to sell the existing flat, shall, however, be given not 
before 5 years from the date of his occupying the 
existing flat. The property, thus, acquired by the 
employee, shall be mortgaged to Indian Airlines, 
within 6 months from the date of permission, during 
which period, he shall be required to furnish the 
surety bond by giving sureties from the two perma¬ 
nent employees of the Corporation in such form, as 
may be prescribed by the Management. 

(c) An employee who desires to sell the housing accom¬ 
modation or to give it, or part thereof, on rent, be¬ 
fore the loan is so repaid, he shall be bound to give 
the Corporation the first option to purchase or rent 
it, as the case may be.”
